G.S.R. 530(E).—In exercise of powers conferred by section 48 of the Life Insurance Corporation Act, 1956 (31 of 
1956), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules to further amend the Life Insurance Corporation of India 
Class-I officers (Revision of Terms and Conditions of Service) Rules, 1985 (hereinafter refeirod to as the "said rules") 
namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement:— 


(1) These rules may be called the Life Insurance Corporation of India Class-I Officers (Revision of Terms and 
Conditions of Service) Amendment Rules, 1998. 


(2) They shall be deemed to have into force on the 1st day of July, 1996. 

2. After Rule 4A of the said rules, the following rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

" 4B. Special Allowance: (1) In addition to the scales of pay specified in rule 4 with effect from the 1st day of July, 
1996, every Class-1 Officer shall receive a special allowance to the extent specified below, namely :— 

Range of Basic Pay Rate of Special Allowance 

(per month) 

Up to Rs. 5290/- Rs. 160/- 

Rs. 5291/-to 7590/- Rs. 180/- 


Rs. 7591/- and above 


Rs. 200/- 


(2) The Special allowance, as specified in mb-rule (1) shall not be treated as part of the basic pay but shall count for 
the purpose of calculation of Dearness allowance referred to in rule 5, House Rent Allowance ref:.i <d to in rule 6, 
City Compensatory Allowance referred:rule 7 Provident Fund rerferred to in rule 8, Gratuity referred to in rule 
9 of the said rules. Pension payable under Life Insurance Corporation of India (Employees) Pension Rules, 1995 
and Encashment of Privilege Leave."
